THE  SEASON 


The  Country  Day  Hornets,  undefeated  in  their  '63 
football  season,  entered  class  C  region  competition 
this  year  for  the  first  time  in  the  school's  history. 
Plagued  by  injuries  and  a  brutal  schedule,  the  Hornets 
proved  themselves  capable  of  class  C  play,  winning 
not  only  the  1-C  East  and  1-C  Region  crowns,  but 
also  becoming  the  only  team  in  the  city  with  a 
winning  season. 

Country  Day  started  its  schedule  with  a  clash  with 
Swainsboro  in  Memorial  Stadium.  The  out-classed 
Hornets  put  up  a  good  fight,  but  fell  prey  to  Swains- 
boro's  passing,  20-7.  Coach  B.  J.  Saunders  praised  the 


Hornet  defense  and  singled  out  center  Charlie  Gay, 
linebacker  Peter  Schmidt,  and  end  Herman  Coolidge 
as  outstanding. 

The  team's  second  game  was  against  Camden 
County.  Quarterback  Jeff  Bolch  led  the  team  on  a 
7  5 -yard  scoring  drive  in  the  second  quarter.  The  last 
half  of  the  game  proved  to  be  a  defensive  struggle, 
but  the  Hornets  managed  to  score  again  in  the  fourth 
quarter,  and  the  game  ended  13-0.  The  game  was 
Country  Day's  first  victory  over  Camden  County  in 
three  outings.

destined  to  be  a  tie  game.  In  the  fourth  quarter, 
however,  with  the  score  7-7,  the  Hornets  began  a 
drive  toward  their  opponent's  goal.  Just  when  they 
were  within  scoring  distance,  however,  the  Hornets 
fumbled.  Blackshear  recovered  and  held  onto  the 
ball  until  the  clock  ran  out. 

Next  on  the  schedule  was  the  annual  Dads'  Day 
game,  played  on  the  home  field  against  Porter  Mili- 
tary Academy.  Quarterback  Robbie  Reid  led  the  team 
to  paydirt  in  the  first  half,  when  the  Hornets  scored 
on  a  short  run.  Jeff  Bolch  took  over  in  the  second 
half  and  threw  touchdown  passes  to  halfbacks  Pat 
Kennedy  and  Mike  Johnson.  The  final  score  of  the 
game  was  21-6. 

Country  Day  faced  its  toughest  opponent  of  the 
regular  season  when  the  team  traveled  to  Carlisle 
Military  Academy  to  take  on  the  Cadets.  Although 
the  Hornets  managed  to  get  within  striking  distance 
several  times,  the  savage  Carlisle  defense  repelled 
every  scoring  attempt.  The  Cadets,  meanwhile,  broke 
through  for  four  touchdowns.  The  disenheartened 
Hornets  also  lost  the  services  of  Pat  Kennedy,  who 
suffered  a  broken  collarbone. 

Patterson  High's  hopes  for  any  Class  C  honors 
were  spoiled  when  they  faced  an  inspired  Hornet 
eleven  in  Memorial  Stadium.

pace  and  the  rest  of  the  squad  followed.  Stunned  by 
the  quick  scoring  Hornets,  who  scored  two  touch- 
downs in  the  first  minutes  of  the  game,  the  Patter- 
son team  never  recovered,  as  the  Hornets  went  on  to 
score  once  more  in  each  of  the  final  stanzas.  The  win 
put  Country  Day  in  a  tie  with  Charlton  County  for 
the  region  1-C  East  championship,  but  it,  too,  was 
a  costly  battle,  for  the  Hornets  lost  Quarterback  Jeff 
Bolch  with  a  broken  collarbone,  and  discovered  a 
week  later  that  lineman  Billy  Chisholm  had  broken 
his  leg  in  the  contest. 

Folkston  was  the  site  of  the  Region  1-C  East  play- 
off. Country  Day,  in  its  finest  effort  of  the  season, 
came  from  behind  to  stop  Folkston,  21-13.  After 
Folkston  recovered  a  blocked  kick  in  the  end  zone, 
and  nursed  their  7-0  lead  for  the  rest  of  the  first 
half,  the  Hornets  began  to  move.  Behind  a  fierce 
blocking  line,  Reid  led  the  Hornets  on  an  80-yard 
drive,  with  Miller  scoring  on  a  run.  Then  as  soon  as 
they  got  the  ball  again  the  Hornets  scored  and  they 
added  an  insurance  touchdown  in  the  fourth  period 
on  a  20-yard  sprint  up  the  middle  by  halfback  Tom- 
my Freeman.  But  the  Hornets  lost  still  another  player 
as  lineman  Paul  Meyer  broke — his  collarbone,  of 
course.

Effingham  jumped  off  to  an  early  lead  in  their 
clash  with  the  Hornets,  but  the  rest  of  the  game  was 
all  Country  Day.  The  Hornets  tied  it  in  the  first  half, 
and  broke  through  for  three  more  scores  in  the  second 
half.  Tommy  Freeman  suffered  a  dislocated  shoulder. 

A  week  later  the  Hornets  went  to  Tifton  to  play 
Randolph  County  for  the  Region  crown.  Led  by 
Miller  and  Schmidt,  the  fired-up  squad  could  not  be 
contained,  as  they  scored  once  in  the  first  half  and 
twice  more  in  the  final  half.  The  last  two  scores  were 
on  58  and  66  yard  runs  by  Miller  and  Schmidt 
respectively.  Thus  the  Hornets  were  Region  champs 
in  their  first  year  of  Class  C  competition. 

On  Thanksgiving  Day  the  Hornets  faced  and  lost 
to  a  superior  opponent.  Warren  County  knocked  the 


Country  Day  squad  out  of  the  state  playoffs  with  a 
34-0  threshing,  but  the  score  was  deceiving.  Bad 
breaks,  and  the  long  list  of  injuries  finally  caught 
up  with  the  Hornets,  and  they  would  have  to  wait 
another  year  in  their  quest  for  the  State  title. 

The  credit  for  the  Hornets  success,  as  they  finished 
the  season  with  a  6-3-1  record,  must  be  divided 
among  many  people.  The  players,  the  coaches,  and 
the  student  body  all  combined  to  boost  the  Hornets 
toward  their  success  in  '64.  Further  evidence  of  the 
Hornets  success  was  the  fact  that  the  team  was 
repeatedly  represented  on  the  News-Press  Checklist, 
and  that  Coach  Bill  Saunders  was  named  football 
"Coach  of  the  Year."

BOYS'  BASKETBALL 


At  the  first  of  the  season,  no  one  had  any 
idea  what  kind  of  team  Country  Day  would 
have  this  year.  Coach  Saunders  summed  the 
team  up  by  saying  that  of  the  three  necessities 
for  a  good  basketball  squad — height,  depth,  and 
experience — Country  Day  possessed  the  first 
two.  The  success  of  the  team  would  depend  on 
how  quickly  it  could  overcome  the  experience 
handicap.  The  required  experience  was  gained 
rapidly  by  the  often  hard-pressed  Hornets,  who 
produced  another  winning  season. 

Following  the  Christmas  vacation,  the  much- 
improved  Hornets  fought  their  way  to  a  10-7 
record  with  several  of  the  losses  coming  from 
class  AAA  schools.  The  Hornets  best  games 
were  the  second  contests  against  Benedictine 
and  Richmond  Hill.  In  both  of  these  games  the 
team's  qualities  of  good  sportsmanship  and 
clean,  hard  playing  produced  the  victories. 
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Hornets  met  disappointment  in  the  sub-region 
tournament  at  the  hands  of  Bryan  County. 

The  height  to  which  Coach  Saunders  referred 
during  the  season  came  in  the  players  Joe  Web- 
ster, Capt.  Tommy  Webster,  and  Herman  Cool- 
idge.  These  boys  cleared  the  boards  and  got 
the  ball  to  the  sharp-shooting  guards  Peter 
Schmidt,  Jeff  Bolch,  and  Skip  Skipper.  Skipper 
led  the  scoring  with  a  12  point  shooting  av- 
erage with  Peter  Schmidt  and  Jeff  Bolch  behind 
at  10.7  and  10.6  points  per  game.  The  team's 
scoring  average  per  game  was  56.5;  their  op- 
ponents achieved  a  54.6  point  average. 

Coach  Saunders  is  looking  toward  a  good 
season  again  next  year.
